As Captain of the Guard,- 
he was a perfectionist who contributed greatly to the tacti- 
cal excellence for which Boston Commandery was well-known, 
He was a holder of the Thomas Smith Webb Veterans medal and 
was presented a special citation by this Commenadery in 1964 


As a young man, Sir Knight Crook distinguished himself in 

the military service of his country by enlisting as a privat 
when America entered the First WorldWar, For valor and de- 
monstrated qualities of leadership, he was awardéd ja battle- 
field commission and the rank of lieutenant. He remained a 


commissioned reserve officers until retirement. 


He was a»successful plumber and businessman and left a substantial 
estate the bulk of which will benefit the Shriners Hospitals for Cripple 
Children. 


Born October 8, 1890, Sir Knight Crook was elected to receive the 
Orders on October 18, 1922 and was knighted on November 13, 1922 
by Em. Sir Frederick H. Briggs. 


He was a member of the Guards 1923 to 1932, from 1933 to 1936 he 
served as Assistant First Guard. Appointed Lieutenant of the Guards 
in 1938 and served until he became Emeritus Captain in 1962. He died 
September 16, 1968. 


Taps was thereupon played by our Organist.
